LONDON—Great Britain’s new su- 
per-liner, the Queen Mary, will be 
insured for a record sum of approxi- 
mately $34,000,000 when she sails on 
her maiden voyage late this month 
from Southampton to New York. 

About $15,000,000 of the total, said 
to be the largest amount ever covered 
for an individual hull risk, is being 
placed with Lloyds and Marine Insur- 
ance Brokers. The remaining $9,000,- 
000 will be insured by the British

INTERNATIONAL BOUNDRY 


American exports to Canada rose 
18 per cent in January from the first | 
month after enforcement of the new 
reciprocal trade treaty, according to 
figures published recently. 

Shipments to Canada for the month 
were valued at $26,990.000, compared 
to $22,808,000 for the comparable 
month of 1935, the Department says. | 

At the same time, United States 
purchases from Canada rose approxi- | 
mately 20 per cent over the previous , 
January, or from $19,004,000 to $22,- 
934,000. The Unitel States thus en- 
joyed a favorable trade with Canada | 
of $4,056,000 in January this year, 
compared to $3,804,000 for the pre- 
vious January. 
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Quinquenial Census 
of Agriculture 


The Census of Agriculture, which is 


to be taken on the first day of June | 


is primarily for the_ benefit of the 
farming industry and if taken accura- 
tely will be of great value in the study 
of agricultural conditions. It is ex- 


tremely important therefore, says the | 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, that | 


a complete and accurate record of 
agricultural operations be taken. 

The report when published will be 
a mine of information for all those 
interested in the problems of the far- 
mers and the Prairie Provinces, It is 
of the utmost importance that the fi- 
gures contributed by each farmer shall 
be complete and accurate so that the 
best possible inventory of the leading 
industry will be effected. 

A census of Agriculture aims at 
securing accurate statistics relative to 
farm land, buildings, live stock, mort- 
gaged debt, etc. as at June 1; statis- 
tics for 1935 concerning crops, live- 
stock products, farm expenses and 
products sold; statistics of incidental 
agricultural production, livestock, ani- 
mal products, ete on plots of less than 
one acre, and statistics of vacant and 
abandoned farms. 

There is an absolute guarantee that 
no information given will be used 
otherwise than in preparing the Cen- 
sus figres. The individual answering 
the questions is completely protected. 
All officials connected with the Census 
are bound by oath of secrecy and 
there is therefore no reason whatever 
why every farmer should not coop- 
erated by supplying the Census enu- 
merators with complete and accurate 
information, Thoroughly effective re- 
medial policies can only be created 
when facts are made available. 

The information requested on the 
general farm schedule covers the op- 
erator. population of the farm on June 
1, persons employed to do the farm 
work in 1935, conditions of farms, the 
value of the farm and equipment and 
the amounts of mortgaged debt and 
liens, with the rates of interest paid, 
farm expenses in 1935, farm facilities 
in 1936, forest products produced in 
1935, co-operative marketing, crop 
acreages in 1936, acreages and pro- 
duction in 1935, with information re- 
lating to crop failure, live stock on 
June 1, animal products raised in 1935, 
and whether they were consumed on 


the farm or sold, pure bred animals |

what the words imply. A farmer de- 
jlivers his hogs; these hogs are then 
| tattoed with a number, so that they 
may be identified when they are killed 
The live hogs are then weighed up, 
so that a part down payment may be 
made, This down payment usually 
| runs around 75 per cent of the butcher 
price, The hogs are then killed, and 
weighed individually, to the exact 
pound, A Government grading inspec- 
tor then grades the hogs on the 
killing floor, according to standards 
as set up by the Federal Government, 
and the final payment is made on the 
basis of that grade. These grades cor- 
respond very closely to the present 
live grades, and the premiums and 
discounts paid are practically on the 
same basis. It will be easily seen that 
the Grading Inspector is able to do 
more efficient grading with the split 
careass before him, as he does not 
have to estimate weight, depth of 
backfat or thickness. 

Whip marks, scratches and bruises 
shall not be a factor in determining 
the grade, except those hogs that are 
seriously damaged, Carcasses that are 
condemned will be paid for on the 
| same basis of the grade in which they 
would otherwise fall.

Have the League of Nations proved a failure? Have the efforts of 
millions of people to put into effect the principle of collective security for 
the nations of the earth been abortive? 


of recent events, be 


Should the League, in the light 
abandoned and allowed to die? 
already gagged, helpless and practically defunct? 

These are questions which are agitating the minds of peace-loving 
people in all the countries of the world to-day? Many who saw the birth 
of the League a few years ago as an insurance policy against future con- 
flagrations between the nations are now shaking their heads sorrowfully 
and are on the verge of abandoning hope. They are fearful that the na- 
tions are to revert to former practices and policies of “dog eat dog and the 
devil take the hindmost.” 

It is pointed out by these pessimists that to date the League has two 
Apparent failures to its credit, or should it be said, to its discredit? They | 
refer to the inactivity of the League when Japan two or three years ago| 


In fact, is the League 


was allowed to launch unhindered an aggressive campaign to bring Chinese | 


territory under control—a process which is still being carried on, and more 
recently the failure of the League's attempt to stem the victorious march | 
of Mussolini's troops into Ethiopia, by the application of economic sanctions 

It is true that Mussolini appears to have achieved his immediate objec- 
tive and not only conquered Ethiopia, but has also annexed the country as 
an adjunct to the Italian crown, despite the efforts of those countries which 


: P $ | 
remained in the League to prevent Italy from gathering the fruits of her 


lawless enterprise. 

The fact, however, should not be overlooked that while Italy has so far 
succeeded in her ambitious program of conquest in Africa, the nations have 
not yet withdrawn sanctions against her and that by the continued applica- 
tion of this form of pressure it is still possible to force the victor to dis- 
gorge, if not all, at least a portion of the spoils of an illegal war. 

In other words the flouted members of the League still have it within 
their power to demonstrate to Mussolini that international lawlessness does 
not pay. All that is needed, as pointed out recently by the Winnipeg Tri- 
bune is decisiveness. ‘The members of the League,” said the Tribune, “can, 
by showing a little courage and determination at this juncture make it more 
of a living and vital force than it has ever been,” but this newspaper adds, 
“unless they show some courage and determination in the present circum- 
stances the League of Nations and collective security will vanish like the 
snows of yesteryear.” 

The Tribune further points out that Mussolini after all has only won 
the first race and “is still racing against time in the application of the 
economic sanctions which are slowly but surely strangling Italy into sub- 
mission. He cannot win that race unless the League members weaken and 
allow him to escape from the inexorable pressure.” 

There are very cogent reasons why wavering faith 
should be restored.

Doctor Fashions New Ear 
Portion Of Rib 


Taking part of a human 
build a new and shapely ear by plas- 
tic surgery was demonstrated to the 
American Medical Association at 
Kansas City by Earl C. Padgett, 
M.D. 

The piece of rib, taken from the 
cartilage at the base of a rib, forms 
| the shell-shaped framework for the 
Synthetic ear.

outer is taken from the 
neck, 

Afterward the skin thus lost to 
the neck is replaced by skin taken! 
| from the thigh so that no neck scar 
| is apparent. 
| The skin from the neck upon 
which depends the final  sightliness 
of the new ear is moved by detour- 
ing it first to the temple by the plas 
tic method known as the pedicle flap, 
which resembled the handle of a 
Suitcase. After this flap has been 
attached by one end to the temple 
area so that it gets its blood supply 
from that point by contact, it is 
ready to be dropped down over the 
new ear structure and be moulded 
into place.
